The groat day Im come and gone 
and tho Confcdorato Monument haa 
been funually unvollod. Tlie cerc- 
moDieabegMi with a proeetilon at 
uooo veatei^ay and ended late In the 
aricrnoon when Dr. Sears pronounced 
the boncdictlon di(!iii!^^''it(j; iIm' vast 
aasemblago at the City Ceiih trr y. 

As we have before tiinouiK-ufl ilic 
monument la the pcraonal ifift of Mr. 
.lolin C. Latham, of Now York, a 
former rnsidont ofctliia place. It wa» 
Mr. Latham'* original intention to 
dedicate the mafnifleent Monument 
to tlie Union and Confederate 
soldiers interred hero, luit, ascortain- 
ing8ut)HC()uciitly thaltlio remains of 
tlie former liatl l)ecn removed to 
the beautiful National Cemetery 
at Fort Donelsotv his purpoee waft 
nccosnarily modiflod. The mon- 
ument waa orcctod at a cost of 
nearly 114,000, and ttauda on an em- 
inence commanding a view of (be 
cemetery. It U eot ont of ndftleane 
granite, and la ii beaaUful daiffll bf 
ttio lloilovrell QraaiU Gonpaay, 
Bftngor, Mo.

The north and south sides of the 
die aro decorated with bronze can- 
nons, and the east and west sidos 
with laurel wrcathB. Above the die 
is a plain siiuaro shaft 12 foot high 
On the front of tho shaft are two 
crossed swords, with a laurel wreath 
The structure Is ornamented with a 
Corinthian cap-stone, bearing ou its 
summit, a pyramid of flvo polished 
grauilo cannon balls 18 Inches In di- 
ameter. Tho entire structuro is 31)4 
feet in height. At tho approach to 
tho monumont from tho eoulh side Is 
an ornamental entrance of granite 8 
feet wide. On tho posts of the en< 
traaee are engraved branches of Isur 
el and oak, and underneath an an 
Uque dagger encircled by a wreatbof

The lot in wbleh the monument 
stands Is one ofibemost beautiful 
spots In Southweetern Kentucky and 
was selected by tbedoiiorof the mon- 
nmeut, who, at his own expense, had 
the remains of the unknown soldiers 
roniovcd from tlie ground in which 
they reated for more than twenty 
rears, placed In new boxes and bur- 
led side by side In Iho now lot. The 
now restlug placo for the Confedor- 
ste dead Is laid off in nearly the shape 
of a heart, is beautifully sodded and 
is bordered by graulte curbing. 

The location Is on the Southern 
brow of tba«blll In (be Northern part 
of the City Cemetery and tho monu- 
ment can be seen from the railroad or 
from elevated polnta in the city, 
in the auburbs of which the cemetory 
is situated.

The prooesston preceding the cere- 
monies at the monument, the details 
of which are given elsewliore, formed 
at the corner of Sixteenth and Main 
streets and marched up Main street 
to the North gate to the Cemetery, a 
distance of nearly ono mile, arriving 
tliero about 1 o'clock I*. M. A grand 
stand was erected nearthoinonunieiit 
which was occupied by the orators, 
ministers and committee nien,together 
with a iinmber of distlnfruished visi- 
tors from a distance. The scaling 
capacity of tho grand pavilion was 
fully 3,(X)0. The seats were speedily 
tilled, mostly with ladles, and the 
great crowd unable to secure seats 
(grouped around the stand and stood 
fir hoDiM liri(enint( to tite How of elo- 
(jueiicc from the impassioned hps of 
H i I ver-tongued orators. The exercise'*

"Mv Countuvmen ; 

Who wore these men, over whom 
thii* ntatcly ntihnorial with itii admir- 
iiij^ iiitjcriptioiiH and loviiii; praiflo liaa 
been erected ? Here lie lUl dead, of 
whom this aileut but impoaing wit- 
neai teatlflea that in their gravea "ia 
buried all of hcroinin that can die"; 
concerning ivlioni if Ih uiigraved on 
granite "that while inarlyra for con- 
acience sake aro reapeoteu, their ralor 
and devotion will be admired by the 
:ood ami Ilic liravc'' ; whoae very 
lust it i" avi'i'ioil ill enduring stone 
ia "sacred duBt," and yet they are 
"unknown" men. Aa we aludythcxc 
luaeripllona in our endeaver to un- 
derstand why (hit monumont was 
erected and (Ids vast crowd has as- 
sembled to do honor to tiieao "un- 
known" dead, we read, "CclNrrUEBATE 
Dead" ;— "belonging In lha 1st Mis- 
sissippi Ilegimont, ^rd KlisHisslppi 
Regiment, 7th Texas, 8tli Kentucky, 
Koroat's Cavalry, Woodward's, Ky., 
Cavalry, Green'* Ky., Battery"; and 
that this monument Is ereoted at the 
place uf his birlli by asurvlving com- 
rade, lo coninieinorate the virtues of 
the (jonfederate Dead." 

This then Is the cause and this the 
defense of this monument and of this 
ceremonial ;a Confederate whom Ood 
has prospered thinka it an lionor to 
bis native town to make it the per- 
petual witness to the honor of tlio 
Confederate Dead, and this great 
crowd of freemen, gathered from so 
many seclions ; these reverend and 
diatinguishod gueata ; these venerable 
fathers, and this throng of fair wo- 
men, by their presence approve tho 
generous act. And is it so, that on 
the bohdiii uf tliis licloved Coinmon- 
wealtb, in ono of tho fairciit sections 
'Of Ihle Imperial Republic, fathers and 
motbers approvingly testify to that 
now and splendid generalioii wliidi is 
pushing lis oil' our seals ol 'pnwer that 
it is a praiseworthy deed to do honor 
to the memory of the Confederate 
Dead? Let us not to-day disguise 
this tiuestlon lo our hearts or con 
sciences ; we must answer it at tho 
bar of "Posterity," and submit to the 
verdict that tbe august tribunal of 
its enlightened public opinion will 
then render. When this generation 
hasllnally jiassed away, and ilsdeeds 
aiw wfliirhed bv those who will bo our 
Judges, be asatired tbtt we will re- 
ceive some Judgment for this scene 
and its eviilctit meaning. 

Those Judges will repeat my ipies- 
tion — icAoivere the Con/edcnile head 
that to them lueh honor thould fre 
paidf 

How Joyously can tbeie queries Im 
partly answered— they were soldiers 
and heroes I" 

He then rerlewed the four years of 
strife and the unequal contest waged 
by tho soldiers of the "Ixiat Cause" 
and paid a lofty and tiling tribute to 
the sublime valor of the heroes wbo 
died as "nnknoi^n soldiers." Ue re 
viewed the hiatory of slavery and the 
troubloua times that followed its ex 
tension and flnaily tlic causes that led 
lo the secession of eleven Southern 
State*. He eontinued : 

"Thii mno6, my comrades, seemed 
to ino not inappropriate hero and 
now — alike due to you and and our 
dcid comrades. I havo not <ittered 
one word of anger or passion 
or censure, oordolTntrnd to. Others 
very dear to na came to precisely the 
opposite ooDcinainn, and with equal 
courage and better fortune, played 



their part In that mighty drama. On 

the graves of such as passed beyond, 
and lliure iiiet their and our brethren, 
I liuvo naught lo lay but fragrant 
tlowers. For tho living I have 
naught but a hearty Uod-i.peod. 

We wcro not flghtiiig a personal 
light; wo were not moved by tlio 
spirit of spite, of angcror revenge. It 
waa with nnfeignetl sadness, with 
aorrow too deep for expression, that 
we entered into the war, and only bo- 
cauae wo could not keep a good con- 
science otherwise ; and we wrre as wo 
belieTcd ilgbting tbo battle of the 
North as well as of the South, the 
battle of the free of all nations and 
ages. 

These were the Inslltutlqns which 
produced theao heroic men; these 
wore the causes for which they gave 
their lives. And we this day (akc our 
placo witli ihetn at tbeir illustrious 
and diatantbar; andsubmltourselTes 
with them to its august Judgment." 

In eloquent language he drew a 
graphic picture of the conquest of 
tho Boutli. Of the desolation, tbe 
poverty and the misery that marked 
tho condition of the southern jieujilc 
at tho close of the war In which ihcy 
were subjugated. 

" They had staked and lost, antl in 
good faith abided the result. They 
had submitted to the arbitrament of 
arms and the verdict was against 
thrm ; and they bowed to it complete- 
ly, without reservation or inuriiiur. 
I do not mean without sorrow ; but I 
do mean without murmur. It was 
accepted as final. Irretrievable, irre- 
versible. There waa not a corporal's 
guarii, there has nut been since the 
war, tliero Is not now, who hoped, 
who dreamed, who desired to make 
another appeal to arms, or to inako 
another ell'iirl locstahlisli the Confed 
eracy. 

It was ordained tliat tho experi- 
ment of American liberty should bo 
tried nnder one Union, without slav- 
ery, and with the enfranchised negro ; 
and with one heart the "South" went 
to work to perform with alMOlule 
ndelity her part in this nigbty enur-

Tbo speaker reviewed the trials 
and troubles of tho days of recon- 
struction and the years succeeding, 
uiil of which the preaent generation 
lias emerged and added : 

"This new generation now coming 
into power, this post bclluin gcnera- 
tlou, wlio will soon bedominani, has 
been trained North and South under 
ausploos, inliiiencoH, surroitudings, 
wholly unlike llioso by which we 
were trained, in the North the youth 
are not trained to overthrow slavery ; 
In the South their youth aro not 
trained lo defend slavery. In "the 
admissioii of new Btatcs, in the 
settlement of new territories, there 
is no "balance of power," to be main- 
tained or overcome. No longer must 
tho surplus of Southern enterprise be 
Invested in now Isnds to be tilled by 
owned labor j and this aurplua will 
seek — la teoking now onterprlaes; 
and diversllied industries are sup- 
planting the old fashioned way of 
raising a single product. Thla will 
cause new rivalries; new comblnli- 
tlons ; new adjustments, which will 
in time cause uewipolitical alllaiicea 
Out of all these varied causes the 
Republic of the future will emerge, 
the Joint product of not only tho 
North and Soufii| but the West and 
those hoata of Innlgrant* wlio yearly 
seek homes in dpr midst Immigra- 
tion means not Aniy the addition of 
so many men, to many persons, so 
much money, but the introduction 
Into onr live* of new thoughts, other 
tradltloni, other customs, other hopes. 
These Immigrants bring with them 
their liousohold gods, their religion 
and their thought; and these become 
part of those occult but controlling 
forces which develop a people and 
monid a nation." 

After a pleasant tribute to tho gal 
lant Wootfward and his men the ora- 
tor closed as follows : 

"On this monument these heroes are 
called "uuknowii," and is this so ':* In 
the twenty-five years since they were 
buried here, the evidence of their 
names have been lost, and to-day we 
know not by what names they were 
known. In that sense they are un- 
known ; but their names are not lost 
On tho muster rolls of their com- 
mands their lioiiorcd naihes remain ; 
on the hearts of those who lovcil 
them and giourned for tbem, Iheir 
precious names are engraven ; on 
(iod's roll on high their Immortal 
names aro radiant. We cannot re> 
(leat their names ; wo can honor their 
memorlea; wo can rovcrenoo their 
deeds ; we can emulate their virtues ; 
we can eiininieinoialc their death. 

On tlii-i ;,'i'iilk' iisrenf stand, llion 
silent witness, iifld testify lo all who 
come to this sacred place — herelu the 
awful presence of the burled dead, in 
tho tearful sight of the recurring vis- 
itations on the sad errands of burials, 
in the august presence of an over-liv- 
ing Qod — that tolollly virtues, aanc- 
tifledby death, and noble liopos puri- 
fied by sorrow! and sacrifloe, there la 
an Immortality of bliss."
